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Settlement 
Seen Near 
On Salaries 


Tentative settlement on coaches 
and other extracurricular salaries 
appeared certain Wednesday 
morning, as the school board and 
AEA negotiators headed for a 
late Wednesday afternoon nego- 
tiating session. 

This one outstanding issue be- 
tween the town and its teachers 
seemed likely to be settled by 
a $1.50 to $2.50 per point raise 
in the existing pay formula, plus 
inequity adjustments including a 
raise for the football coach. 

The vehicle for agreement is 
Athletic Director Donald D. Dunn’s 
proposal, and by noon, both sides 
had a foot on the running board 
and seemed ready to ride. 

Chief School Committee nego- 
tiator Mrs. Virginia Cole told 
the TOWNSMAN she expected set- 
tlement of the issue. This means 
settlement of the entire contract, 
since only a few details remain. 
Both School Committee Chairman 
Dr. Richard Katz and FinCom 
Chairman Dr. Albert Greenberg 
were slated to. attend the 
negotiating session. 

Mrs. Cole said that Dr. Daniel 
Frishman, her fellow-negotiator, 
was unable to attend because of 
a bad back, but she was going into

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It Won't 


The 1970 tax picture for An- 
dover is bleak, as of the moment, 
with a $11 to $12 increase 
possible, according to Dr. 
Albert J. Greenberg, chairman of 
the Finance committee. 

Greenberg and his committee 
have been meeting nightly with 
department heads checking the re- 
quests and asking for justification 
of figures. 

The FinCom chairman made the 
tax prediction based on what is 
already built into the budgets from 
prior years, an increased school 
department budget, and other an- 
ticipated increases, 

The increase _ forecast by 
Greenberg does not take into ac- 
count what effect action on money 
articles in the warrant would also 
have on the tax rate. 

Other factors to be considered 
is the effect of federal and state 
cutbacks in aid to the town, par- 
ticularly in the area of education, 
where President Nixon vetoed a 
HUD request.

Bowen To Leave 
As Manager 
In Portsmouth 


Richard J. Bowen, city manager 
in Portsmouth, N.H., since April, 
1969, has resigned that position, 
effective April 1 of this year.

Greenberg reported that the 
committee had been working well 
and moving along on budget matters 
and is now preparing to examine 
warrant articles. 

He said that co-operation with 
the school department has been 
very good in drawing up their 
annual budget. 

Greenberg commended Dr. Ken- 
neth R, Seifert and Town Manager 
J. Maynard Austin for their co- 
operation, not only with the com- 
mittee, but for their working to- 
gether to establish priorities. 

Still to be considered are 
salaries and benefits for town 
employees. The town manager is 
currently negotiating with police, 
fire and public works employees on 
new contracts, which will have 
an effect on the general govern- 
ment budget.

sensus that FinCom will be opposed 
to the proposed parking lot on 
Main street, the addition of public 
works director and will have to 
study carefully the request for ten 
additional fire fighters. 

As for the parking lot, Greenberg 
said there was a feeling that the 
cost was too high, for one thing, 
and that it would remove from the 
tax rolls valuable property. 

He said the town hall, whether 
to build or fix up the present 


building, also is a factor to be 
considered. 

The FinCom would appear, at 
the moment, to be thinking along 
the same lines as the majority 
of the board of selectmen, who 
are asking for a planning board 
study of the town hall situation, 
as well as the parking proposal. 

The parking lot article requests 
the town to acquire land on Main 
street diagonally across from town 
hall and running back to Central 
street, for $350,000. 

Town Manager Austin has re- 
quested and the selectmen have 
approved the creation of a public 
works director to handle the seven 
agencies in that department. 

Greenberg says that the com- 
mittee feels this may not meet 
with FinCom approval, since all 
departments currently have super- 
intendents, responsible to the man- 
ager. 

Austin’s plan would be to have 
the superintendents report to the 
director who would be responsible 
to the manager. 


As for the additional fire 
fighters, Greenberg feels this will 
need more study by the FinCom. 

Fire Chief Henry L. Hilton has 
requested the additional men to 
implement recommendations made 
by the Board of Fire Underwriters 
who made a_ town-wide study 
several years ago.

Authorized 
To Confer 
Degrees 


Bryant-McIntosh Business 
School, Lawrence, has received 
authority to confer the associate 
degree and to change its name to 
Bryant-McIntosh Junior College. 

Receipt of the approval from the 
state’s Board of Higher Education 
was announced Jan. 16 by Bryant- 
McIntosh president, Dr. Howard 
C. Reith. 

The approval, which came after 
a hearing before the board, marks 
a major step for the 90-year old ed- 
ucational institution. Beginning in 
1880 as a small business school, 
Bryant-McIntosh thus becomes a 
junior college with offerings in 
business administration, secre- 
tarial sciences and aviation. 

Over 400 students are enrolled 
in day and evening classes, and 
expected enrollment for September 
is in excess of 500 students. 

Associate degrees will be 
granted beginning this June to 
graduating students in two year 
programs. The programs have 
been at associate degree level for 
some time, but the degrees could 
not be granted until the Board of 
Higher Education approval was 
given, a school spokesman noted, 

Associate degrees will be given 
in the following areas: Business 
Administration - Accounting, busi- 
ness management, data process- 
ing, hotel-motel management, re- 
tailing and aviation management. 
Secretarial Sciences - executive 
secretary, legal secretary, medi- 
cal secretary and aviation secre- 
tary. Aviation - Aviation manage- 
ment-professional pilot, and air 
traffic control. Plans for the 
future - to begin probably in Sep- 
tember 1971 - include associate 
degree programs in liberal arts 
and pre-teacher education. Bry- 
ant-McIntosh also plans to begin 
operation on a year-round basis. 
Courses available in summer 
months and evening school pro- 
grams will be offered for degree 
credit. 

The approval to confer degrees, 
according to Dr. Reith, has re- 
quired a long process including: 
incorporation as a non-profit. in- 
stitution, hiring of additional fac- 
ulty, increasing the size and scope 
of the school library, expanding 
offerings in general education and 
expanding the board of trustees to 
include prominent professional 
men and women, 

Students graduating from Bry- 
ant-McIntosh with an associate 
degree and who plan to transfer 
to colleges offering baccalaureate 
degrees now will have a greater 
choice of colleges and will receive 
a larger number of transfer cre- 
dits, the school official said. 

Those attending as two-year 
terminal students and receiving 
associate degrees on graduating 
will be eligible for employment 
with firms requiring such degrees, 
Dr. Reith added. 

Diploma courses for students 
planning to attend for less than two 
years also will be available. 

Bryant-MclIntosh’s administra- 
tive staff includes Edward T. Shee- 
han as vice president in charge 
of business, and Billie R. Bingham 
as vice president in charge of stu- 
dent affairs.

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Editorial Comment 


The FinCom 


Probably one of the most unheralded committees in the 
town, and one which devotes considerable time and energy 
to the administration of municipal government, is the 
Finance Committee. 

The FinCom members are currently examining the an- 
nual budgets and the articles to be presented at town 
meeting. 

The group of men, unpaid, have been meeting nightly for 
anywhere from three to four hours, to insure that the tax- 
payers of this community will assuredly get exactly what 
they are paying for. 

The members question administrators in order to get a 
justification of their budgetary requests. They listen and 
also offer suggestions. 

Some members spent considerable time sitting in with 
the school administration as its budget was being put to- 
gether. This has saved time, in some respects, since the 
FinCom and school committee will not have to expend 
hours on the annual school costs when the two groups 
meet jointly in the near future. 

The hours spent and the time consumed in thorough ex- 
amination of financial matters, eventually prove beneficial 
to the town. 

But this is done at considerable sacrifice by the in- 
dividual members. 

Their efforts are exemplary in a time when it seems no- 
body does anything for nothing anymore. 

Townspeople can be assured that when the gavel sounds 
to open the town meeting in March, the budgets will have 
been thoroughly scrutinized, and the FinCom recommenda- 
tions have been made with the taxpayer in mind. 


Town Hall 


The admonition of Selectman Roger W. Collins to his 
colleagues last week on the new town hall issue, is prob- 
ably a good one. 

While opposing Chairman Robert A. Watters, who had 
moved that a new town hall be constructed within the 
funds provided, Collins said he was glad the matter had 
come up for, he felt, it was time to ‘‘fish or cut bait,’’ on 
the matter. 

Watters wanted the building constructed on the property 
bounded by Park, Barnard and Bartlet streets, .within the 


funds provided by town meeting of a few years ago total- 
ing $550,000. | 

Three members of the board, including Collins, opposed 
him, asking that a study be made by the planning board, 
before any action is taken. The study is to include the 
downtown parking problem as well. 

But it is time, as the selectman put it, “‘to fish or cut 
bait.” 

The town has bonded money for a town hall. It is paying 
interest on the bond, despite some of the money being re- 
invested and accruing to the town treasury. 

Definitely some action should be taken — and soon. We 
would hope the selectmen give it proper and immediate 
consideration and resolve the issue. 


Water 


Water, in Andover, appears to be a particular problem. 

There is definitely proof of the need for additional 
supply, but officials seem to be finding it in the wrong 
places. 

There is seepage on the apparatus deck of the new 
public safety center. 

There are reports of leaking roof areas at the Bancroft 
school, with buckets needed to catch the drops to prevent 
damage to carpets and other materials. 

We would hope that some proper attention be given these 
matters, and soon. 

As for the public safety center, it is not, as yet, com- 
plete, therefor, we trust the leaking roofs may be remedied 
in time. 

As for the Bancroft school, we would hope that town 
officials would take whatever action is deemed necessary 
to make proper repairs. 

One would assume that a building, as new as Bancroft, 
should not have problems such as this and, if so, repairs 
could be made at little or no expense to the town.

Registration of new voters will close Tuesday at 10 
p.m. at the town clerk’s office, for all those who want to 
be eligible to cast ballots in the annual town election. 

No matter how often we mention the responsibility of the 
citizen to exercise his franchise, we never feel we have 
done our job, unless we issue a reminder.

On Jan, 19, the Foreign Lan- 
guage Teachers of Andover sub- 
imitted to the schoo] committee and 
administration a report containing 
their unanimous recommendations 
for the Foreign Language program 
in our schools. 

Concerning the elementary pro- 
gram, (FLES) they were as follows: 
continuation andexpansionofFLES 
to all elementary schools, at the 
rate of one period every day, of- 
fering both French and Spanish 
starting in 3rd grade; hiring of 
one teacher per school. 

It became evident in September, 
1969, that two teachers could not 
continue to cover all elementary 
schools and that the program had 
become so diluted that it was 
quite inadequate. A ‘‘pilot-pro- 
gram’’ was then agreed upon - 
since there was no provision in 
the budget for extra teacners - 
and at the present time, French 
is offered in two schools only, 
in the third, fourth and fifth 
grades. The new budget for 1970- 


71 calls for one more FLES teach- 
er. A half-measure which will 
solve nothing; three more are 
needed. This so-called, pilot- 
program will prove only the ob- 
vious fact that more exposure will 
create more knowledge, and it 
will take four years to prove it. 

Meanwhile, a great number of 
elementary students are denied 
the opportunity of foreign language 
instruction. : 

The logical choice seems to be: 
either expand the program to make 
it meaningful and hire the neces- 
sary teachers to cover all schools 
or drop it completely and start 
foreign language instruction in jun- 
ior high school, offering three 
languages, French, Latin, Spanish. 
The advisability and importance of 
an early start in foreign language 
instruction has been proven and is 
generally accepted; the only rea- 
son for considering its elimination 
would be a misguided sense of 
economy. 

We are all aware of financial 
limitations. and of the burden car- 
ried by the taxpayers. i bitiea 

However, the main purpose of 
schools still is - or should be - 
to impart knowledge. 

Denial of this fact, under pre- 
tence of ‘‘progressive education,” 
‘teaching for behavioral at- 
titudes,’”’ ‘‘teaching the whole 
child,’”? and other catchy phrases 
will result in a tragic weakening 
of our society and civilization and 
irreparable damage to the educa- 
tion of the leaders of tomorrow. 

Therefore, in establishing bud- 
getary priorities, preferential 
treatment should be given to aca- 
demic pursuits rather than to 
extra-curricular activities such 
as sport programs. Substantial 
increases in salaries are re- 
quested by coaches, who neces- 
sarily spend most of their after- 
school time on sports and sport- 
related activities. 

A great many after-schoo! hours 
are spent by non-coaching teachers 
in giving extra-help, preparing 
classes, correcting and grading 
papers and many other tasks, for 
which they neither receive nor 
expect extra-pay. It is not sug- 
gested that coaches do not do 
these things, but that they do them 
to a lesser degree, thus short- 

changing their students and that 
they are very handsomely re- 
munerated. Many other activities, 
alsoextremelytime-consuming 
and just as valuable to the stu- 
dents are done without compensa- 
tion, among them are: organizing 
and chaperoning school dances and 
Foreign Language Clubs meetings, 
sponsoring student government and 
many others. 

To be sure, sports are a neces- 
sary part of the growing-up, well- 
balanced child’s activities, yet do 
after school sports belong in the 
school budget to the extent that 
so much money is allocated to 
them? Do they belong inthe school 
budget at all? 

Each child, after all, may spend 
three or four hours a week in 
physical education, which does in- 
clude some sports. 

Is it not a distinct possibility 
that the public of Andover, - well 
educated and sophisticated as it 
is - might prefer to see its educa- 
tional tax dollar spent in imple- 
menting a superior Foreign Lan- 
guage program rather than.on
